WHO'S NEXT? 

With the fate of a billion souls on the line, the Catholic 
Church isn’t going to risk a hanging chad ruiningits election. 
Instead, it locks up a maximum of 120 cardinals a couple 

of weeks after the Pope’s death to see who’s going to wear 
the mitre next. Right now, only 117 cardinals are young 
enough — you can’t be 80 or older — to participate. 


The religious men — who will gather to- 
day for the first time since the Pope's 
death to arrange his funeral — will meet 
in the Sistine chapel and vote up to four 
times a day for the duration of the Con- 


| clave, during which cardinals are for- 


bidden to mix with the outside world. 

A rotating core of nine cardinals 
conducts the process: three preside 
over it, three control the counting of 


Í the votes, and a third trio collects and 


casts absentee ballots 

Before a cardinal casts his vote, he 
must hold it aloft so people can see 
that it's been written on, kneel at the 
altar, recite the oath, “I call to witness 
the Lord Christ, who will be my judge, 
that | am electing the one whom, un- 
der God, | think ought to be elected,” 
and then slides his ballot into a chal- 
ice from a plate. 

If no nominee receives two thirds of 
the vote — or a simple majority if the 
voting is beyond its twelfth day — the 
ballots are burned along with a chemi- 


cal (formerly wet hay) to produce black 
smoke from the chimney, indicating a 
deadlock. The white smoke produced 
from ballots being burned alone signi- 
fies the selection of a successor. 

As soon as a new pope is chosen, 
the Dean of the College of Cardinals 
asks the subject, “Do you freely accept 
your election?” If the pope-elect an- 
swers ‘Accepto’, the Cardinal then asks, 
‘By what name shall you be called?” 
Right after the Pope utters the name, 
he's chosen, he instantly becomes the 
new spiritual leader. 

Then he proceeds into the Room of 
Tears. There, he tosses on his new pa- 
pal vestments — a small, medium and 
large set have been laid out by the Vat- 
ican’s tailor — and then ventures out 
on to the balcony with the announce- 
ment "Annuntio vobis gaudium mag- 
num. Habemus Papam.” 

Translation: “| announce to you a 
great joy. We have a Pope.”

The blessing 
of a lifetime 
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the last few years is hardly the kind of 
man you can imagine climbing moun- 
tains and dodging Nazi bomb attacks. 
But before his life as a pontiff, Karol 
Wojtyla, as he was called then, lived 
more like an action hero than an icon. 

As a young man, Wojtyla enjoyed 
philosophy, sports, theatre and the 
arts. He was known as “Lolek the 
Goalie” on the local soccer team in his 
hometown of Wadowice, Poland. 

He played with the local Catholic 
and Jewish children from the town, 
often volunteering to join the Jewish 
team when they were short players. 

His mother died when he was nine 
years old and he lost an infant sister 
and an older brother by the age of 
12. As a young man, Wojtyla moved 
to Krakow with his father, who died 
1 when Wojtyla was 21. 

As a member of an underground 
theatre troupe in Krakow, he risked de- 
portation to concentration camps. He 
loved poetry, was fluent in eight lan- 
guages and was a talented actor. 

After Nazis bombed Krakow in 
1939, the young intellectual was forced 
to leave school and worked in a rock 
quarry. His professors were deported 
and he narrowly escaped arrest when 
the Nazis rounded up young Polish 
men for imprisonment. 

In 1942, Wojtyla entered the priest- 
hood.

Savvy news networks were ready for the Pope’s death years 
ago. On Saturday, they were at ground zero counting down 
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Figuring out the favourites 


THE SEARCH for Pope John Paul Il’s suc- 
cessor Started in the ‘90s, long before 
he took his last breath. 

The Pope's successor will be cho- 
sen by 117 cardinals — a choice always 
fraught with political tension. It will 
take 15 to 20 days and the world will 
be alerted of their choice with a puff 
of white smoke over Vatican city. 

The choice is based on factors like in- 
creasing the popularity and relevance 
of the Church and tradition. 

Most of the popes in history have 
been Italian, This time, candidates from 
Africa, Asia and Europe each offer in- 
dividual benefits. A gambling website, 
mybetting.co.uk, posts the odds on who 
they consider to be the top six candi- 
dates. 

The front-runner is Dionigi Tattaman- 
zi, the 71-year old archbishop of Milan. 


He is a conservative and agreed with 
the late Pope's stance against birth 
control. His odds are 11/4. 

Next is Francis Arinze, a Nigerian car- 
dinal who was chosen to oversee the 
Vatican's inter-religious dialogue. Vat- 
ican-watchers suggest electing an Af- 


rican pope would appeal to the fast- ~ 


est-growing segment of the church, the 
Southern Hemisphere. Odds on Arinze 
are 29/5. 

The third favorite candidate is Brazil- 
ian archbishop Claudio Hummes. He is 
less conservative, supporting social re- 
sponsibility and labour union organiza- 
tions. Hummes odds are 11/1. 

Of course when it comes to choosing 
the future leader of the world’s cath- 
olics, there is no such thing as a sure 
bet.

REPORTING ON death is a morbid way 
to make a living — but morbid never 
stopped the news business. 

In one way or another, the media 
has been ready for the demise of Pope 
John Paul Il since the day he was elect- 
ed, particularly after the surprise death 
of his predecessor, John Paul |, who died 
after 33 days under his new name. 

When the Pope had his appendix re- 
moved in 1996, CBS News signed a 10- 
year deal for a rooftop overlooking St. 
Peter's Basilica, according to the Chica- 
go Tribune, Other major TV networks 
have similar setups.Tthe BBC may have 
spent £200,000 ($450,000 CAN) for 
the roof it uses, The Telegraph, a prom- 
inent British newspaper, reported. 

Big networks around the world sent 
some of their heaviest hitters to Rome 
— George Stephanopoulos from ABC, 
John Roberts from CBS, Brian Williams 
and Matt Lauer from NBC, among oth- 
ers. Williams, however, was the only 
major network anchor who broadcast 
from Rome on Saturday.

Whale baby boom 


Lions and elephants and whales have rise in population

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A BABY BOOM in the animal kingdom 
shows some promising numbers for 
some endangered species, accord- 
ing to two new reports of animal pop- 
ulations. 

Researchers at the New England 
Aquarium recorded the births of 27 en- 
dangered North Atlantic right whales 
during the recent calving season. The 
boost in births is good news for the 
dwindling population, a paltry 325 to 
350 worldwide. 

Once abundant in the coastal wa- 
ters of North America, the right whale, 
was the most popular target for 18th 
and 19th century-whaler. The species 
has been protected since 1935, but 
since females don't breed until age 10

Iraqi weekend ends on hish note

IRAQI LAWMAKERS ELECTED a Sunni 
Arab as parliament speaker yester- 
day, putting a positive end to a vio- 
lent weekend in the country. 

The selection of Industry Minister 
Hajim al-Hassani as speaker clears the 
way for the formation of a new govern- 
ment and ended days of parliamenta- 
ry in-fighting over who should occupy 
the position. 

The positive move came one day af- 
ter dozens of insurgents mounted an 
attack on Abu Ghraib prison with car 
bombsand rocket-propelled grenades, 
injuring 44 U.S, soldiers and 12 prison- 
ers, the U.S. military said yesterday.

Al-Qaeda's Iraqi wing said in an In- 
ternet statement yesterday that its at- 
tack on the prison was led by seven sui- 
cide bombers, Reuters reported. None 
of the prisoners escaped. 

At least one insurgent was con- 
firmed killed in what was the largest 
assault against the infamous prison to 
date. 

The bloodshed began Friday when 
a group of Sunni Arab clerics issued a 
religious edict urging Iraqis to enroll in 
the army and the police force. A Satur- 
day car bombing ina city in eastern Iraq 
killed four police officers and a civilian, 
police said.

Oral sex OK for ninth graders 


Ninth-graders think oral sex is less risky 
to their health and more acceptable 
for kids their age than vaginal sex, ac- 
cording to the first study to investigate 
teens’ perceptions of the consequenc- 
es of oral sex. 

The study, to be published Monday 
in the journal Pediatrics, found nearly 
one in five ninth graders reported hav- 
ing tried oral sex, almost one-third said 


they will have oral sex within the next 
six months and one in seven thought 
the risk of sexually transmitted infec- 
tions from oral sex was zero. 

The study, based on interviews with 
nearly 600 California students, comes 
as the Canadian Pediatric Society pre- 
pares recommendations to encourage 
doctors to discuss oral sex during reg- 
ular medical check-ups.

The Quebec government has final- 
ly conceded to the demands of near- 
ly 180,000 students who have been 
striking for more than a month against 
bursary cuts. 

Education Minister Jean-Marc 
Fournier said he will put $482 million 
into the province's bursary program 
over the next five years. But only$70 
million will be available next year. An 
additional $103 million will be re-estab- 
lished in the 2006-2007 school year, 
and the federal government is also con- 
tributing $140 million. 

But before anything is finalized, stu- 
dents will vote this week in general as- 
semblies and the majority will have to 
support the agreement in order for it 
to go through.

The judicial scavenger hunt into the $100 million shuffled between Liberals 
and Quebec advertising agencies in the 1990s has shone a light on a world 
of political favours, on-the-clock loafing and golf collectibles.
